Hospital to shut following 

consultation

HEALTH commissioners have decid¬ 
ed to close the New Epsom and Ewell 
Community Hospital (NEECH) and 
move its services to Epsom General 
Hospital, pending a review into the 
state of hospital buildings in the bor¬ 
ough. 

Governors at Surrey Downs Clin¬ 
ical Commissioning Group (CCG) 
opted to close the hospital after a 14- 
week public consultation. 

The CCG’s governing board an¬ 
nounced the decision, which also 
included turning Leatherhead Com¬ 


munity Hospital into a planned care 
centre, on Friday, July 29. 

Option 2, which will see inpatient 
beds and the Poplars ward move 
from NEECH to Epsom General Hos¬ 
pital as well as outpatient services 
transferred to nearby locations, was 
chosen by governors despite just 16 
per cent of respondents selecting it 
as their first preference. 669 people 
completed the survey. 

Dr Claire Fuller, clinical chairman 
at Surrey Downs CCG said the move 
of services within Epsom will give 
patients access to a “wider range” of 
services and would reduce patients’ 
journey times. 

She added the final transfer of 
services from the Horton Lane site 


would be “dependent on the out¬ 
come of Epsom and St Helier Trust’s 
(ESTH) estates review” - an ongoing 
assessment of the twin hospitals’ 
buildings and their ability to house 
hospital facilities. 

Accordingly, the Trust currently 
“don’t have a timescale for transfer¬ 
ring services”, she said. 

“It means we can now start work¬ 
ing with the trust and CSH Surrey 
on next steps, which feels very excit¬ 
ing,” Dr Fuller added. 

Health campaigners at Keep Our St 
Helier Hospital (KOSHH) have voiced 
concerns about resources at Epsom 
General Hospital being stretched 
and questioned what the transfer of 
services might mean for the estates 


review. 

A spokeswoman for the group said: 
“If Epsom is seriously downgraded 
as a result of the estates review, it’d 
be unclear if the hospital would have 
the resources for a new community 
ward. 

“In any case, this would mean less 
services for the community and a 
community ward would be under a 
lot of pressure.” 

Mole Valley District Councillor 
Paul Kennedy, who launched a pe¬ 
tition to save Leatherhead Com¬ 
munity Hospital last year, also 
voiced his concerns about Epsom 
Hospital. 

He said: “I fear that the selection of 
Option 2 could be the writing on the 


wall for Epsom Hospital, because it 
will make it easier for the Epsom-St 
Helier review to recommend down¬ 
grading Epsom Hospital to a commu¬ 
nity hospital.” 

Dr Fuller said: “This decision is 
based on the improvements in pa¬ 
tient care we saw when the commu¬ 
nity ward temporarily transferred 
onto the Epsom Hospital site in 
2014. 

“This gave patients access to a 
much wider range of diagnostic 
services including x-rays, scans and 
other tests, and we also saw reduced 
lengths of stay in hospital, meaning 
that patients were able to return 
home, with the right care, much 
more quickly” 
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RANDOM ATTACK: A black- 
clad gunman shot two men with 
a BB gun in broad daylight in 
a suspected random attack in 
Epsom last week, before fleeing 
on a moped. One man suffered 
slight bruising to his leg and 
the second man was left with 
a bruised stomach following 
the attack. Both men were shot 
multiple times near Court Rec¬ 
reation Ground at about 4.30pm 
on Thursday, July 28. They were 
treated for minor injuries at the 
scene by paramedics from the 
South East Coast Ambulance 
Service. Surrey Police are keen 
to speak to a man who was 
seen in the area at the time of 
the attack. He is described as 
white, of slight build, about 5 ft 
7 is tall, wearing a black leather 
jacket and black helmet and 
was believed to be carrying a 
black air gun in a brown leather 
messenger bag worn across 
his body. After the shooting, 
he is believed to have fled 
on a red moped with learner 
plates. He was believed to have 
headed away from the town 
centre. Surrey Police believe the 
incident was a random attack, 
but are continuing to carry out 
door-to-door inquiries. To offer 
information, call Surrey Police 
on 101, quoting crime reference 
number 45160065436.

A MAN has been arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of shooting dead a 34-year-old 
man at a private pool party at a man¬ 
sion in Headley 

The 38-year-old was arrested after 
Ricardo Hunter, 34, from Coulsdon 
was shot dead in Headley in the early 
hours of Monday, July 25. 

A 36-year-old woman also suffered 
gunshot wounds to the leg in the at¬ 
tack in Church Lane. 

The 38-year-old man from London 
has been released on bail until Sep¬ 
tember 8, while police investigations 
continue. 

A 30-year-old woman from London 
was arrested on suspicion of assist¬ 
ing an offender. She has been bailed 
until September 22. Neither has been 
charged. 

Officers from the Surrey and Sus¬ 


sex Major Crime Team expect to 
spend several more days carrying out 
forensic examination of the house. 

DCI Paul Rymarz, from the Surrey 
and Sussex Major Crime Team, said: 
“We are continuing to appeal for wit¬ 
nesses to Ricardo Hunter’s murder to 
come forward. Although we have al¬ 
ready spoken to a number of people, 
it remains our intention to speak to 
everyone who was at the party. 

“We are particularly keen to see 
any photos or video taken on the 
night as this information could prove 
vital. I know people may have con¬ 
cerns about contacting the police so 
I would like to reassure them that we 
will treat any reports or information 
provided in the strictest confidence. 

“We will be building up a picture 
of how events unfolded at the party 
in what is an extensive and challeng¬ 
ing investigation.”

100,000 back MPs working weekends 


A PETITION calling on MPs to 
work weekends, as junior doc¬ 
tors were asked to do earlier 
this year, has reached more than 
100,000 signatures - enough to 
force a parliamentary debate. 

Dr Ivan Ratnayake, a general 
practitioner at the Ashley Cen¬ 
tre Surgery, Ashley Avenue, 
Epsom, launched the petition 
in February as the debate over 
new contracts for junior doctors 
was raging at its highest. 

Since then an agreement 
which would see an increase 
in pay for those working week¬ 
ends has been reached between 
the government and the British 
Medical Association, but was 
rejected in a vote conducted of 
40,000 junior doctors in June. 

The 47-year-old said he start¬ 
ed the petition, which called on 
parliament to sit on Saturdays 


as part of a normal working day 
for MPs, somewhat flippantly, 
but has since received lots of 
support. 

He said: “The government 
says Saturday is a normal work¬ 
ing day I don’t believe it is. The 
clue is in the name: weekend, 
which is how most people would 
describe Saturdays and Sun¬ 
days. However, if MPs think 
Saturday should be treated as a 
normal weekday then it stands 
to reason it should be a normal 
working day for them too. 

“Chris Grayling has said that 
MPs work routinely on Satur¬ 
days. What work is he talking 
about? Perhaps he can provide 
a list of all the MPs who have 
regular timetabled weekly con¬ 
stituency surgeries?” 

Dr Ratnayake is now waiting 
for a reaction from the govern¬ 


ment to see if there will indeed 
be a debate in parliament. 

Mr Grayling said he was 
concerned those signing the 
petition are not aware that the 
real people affected are not MPs 
themselves. 

He said: “MPs already work at 
weekends and I’m not sure that 
those who signed the petition 
realised that the real impact 
would be on staff who work in 
parliament. In addition, those 
with constituencies a long way 
from Westminster would spend 
much less time there”. 

The decision of whether a de¬ 
bate will be held will take place 
on September 6. The debates 
usually take place on Mondays, 
with the earliest chance of a de¬ 
bate regarding this issue com¬ 
ing on September 12. 
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younger. 

Mr Chard, from Bicester, 
Oxfordshire got into trouble 
at the 25-mile mark on King¬ 
ston Bridge.

A 50-YEAR-OLD project man¬ 
ager is preparing to swim the 
English Channel in memory of 
his lifelong friend next week to 
raise money for charity. 

Mickey Helps, 50, of Long- 
down Lane North, Epsom was 
shocked when he heard his close 
friend and the former captain of 
his water polo team, Mark Shep¬ 
herd, had died of a heart attack 
aged 53 in January 

The two men had grown up 
together and shared a love of 
swimming and water polo, play¬ 
ing for many different success¬ 
ful teams over the years. 

The planning project manager 
and family man knew instantly 
he wanted to do something for 
the charity British Heart Foun¬ 
dation. 

Mr Shepherd’s death marked 
the beginning of a three-stage 
swimming journey swum in his 
honour. 

Mr Helps hopes to raise £15,000 
for the foundation by complet¬ 
ing three of Europe’s toughest 
swimming challenges. 

Already having completed the 
eight-mile Gibraltar Strait in 
May, he now faces crossing the 


21-mile-wide English Channel 
and the three-mile Dardanelles 
Strait, which he will tackle at 
the end of this month 

Mr Helps explained that being 
in open water for long periods of 
time is both a physical and men¬ 
tal challenge, but one that as an 
experienced swimmer he has 
learnt to deal with. 

He said: “It is about dealing 
with the cold and dealing with 
the boredom. 

“When you swim the Channel, 
you can be in the water from 12 
to 20 hours, with the average 
being about 14 hours. You have 
to find a way to get yourself 
through.”

THE application to build a 
multi-faith cemetery on pro¬ 
tected green belt land has 
been refused by Reigate and 
Banstead Borough Council. 

The plan for the ceme¬ 
tery, proposed for green belt 
pasture land that borders 
16 Croydon Lane, Banstead, 
was discussed at a planning 
meeting on July 27. 


The application for the 
erection of two buildings, a 
55-space car park and 4137 
burial plots has come up 
against fierce opposition. 

Councillor Keith Foreman 
of Woodmansterne, speak¬ 
ing at the meeting, said 589 
residents had personally 
contacted him objecting to 
the proposal which, he said, 
“showed the strength of feel¬ 
ing about the application”. 

Resident and represent¬ 
ative of the Banstead Vil¬ 
lage Resident’s Association 


(BVRA) Michael Sawyer 
said: ‘Tve been asked to em¬ 
phasise how vital this north¬ 
ern section of green belt is to 
the protection of Banstead 
Village. This is one of the 
narrow strips of green belt 
separating Surrey communi¬ 
ties from the Greater London 
sprawl.” 

Head of places and plan¬ 
ning Natalia Achilleos pre¬ 
viously advised councillors 
to refuse the application. She 
explained that as the applica¬ 
tion was for green belt land, 


the only way it could have 
been approved was if Ms 
Amin was able to convince 
the committee that there 
were very special circum¬ 
stances for the need for this 
cemetery. 

In her application Ms 
Amin argued: “There is a 
clear need for the develop¬ 
ment (of the multi-faith cem¬ 
etery). 

“Burial space in the UK is 
becoming scarce at an ever 
increasing rate”. 

During the meeting, Coun¬ 


cillor Lynne Rosemary Hack 
of the Banstead ward disa¬ 
greed with Ms Amin stating 
there was no evidence of 
need for a new cemetery. 

She said: “I have here a re¬ 
port from the cemetery and 
crematorium needs analysis 
presented on July 14 saying 
that just 4.3 miles away at Sut¬ 
ton Cemetery there is a capac¬ 
ity of 40 years left (there).” 

Cllr Hack also listed a num¬ 
ber of other cemeteries near¬ 
by. The application was unan¬ 
imously rejected.

LEATHERHEAD Commu¬ 
nity Hospital will be turned 
into a planned care centre, 
health commissioners have 
announced. 

Governors at Surrey 
Downs Clinical Commission¬ 
ing Group (CCG) decided on 
the future of the hospital fol¬ 
lowing a 14-week public con¬ 
sultation. 


The CCG’s governing board 
announced the decision at a 
meeting on Friday, July 29. 
A planned care centre offers 
non-emergency treatments, 
often administered after a pa¬ 
tient is referred by their GP, 
including heart care, back 
pain clinics, eye clinics, ear, 
nose and throat clinics and 
joint care clinics were list¬ 
ed as being among their top 
priorities. All four options 
offered in the consultation, 
saw Leatherhead become a 
planned care centre, which 


the CCG said would mean a 
wider range of services. 

The CCG proposed to close 
the hospital last year before 
deciding against the closure 
in August after a petition to 
save it was signed by 2,500 
people. 

Mole Valley District Coun¬ 
cillor Paul Kennedy, who 
launched the petition, be¬ 
lieves the CCG was wrong to 
rule out the option of retain¬ 
ing inpatient beds at Leather¬ 
head Hospital alongside ex¬ 
panded outpatient services. 


A NURSE who pioneered a 
specialist paediatric diabetes 
service at Epsom Hospital 
has retired after more than 
50 years with the NHS. 

Chris Bowyer, 69, from The 
Greenway in Epsom, bid fare¬ 
well to colleagues at Epsom 
Hospital last month having 
first joined the team as a ca¬ 
det nurse in 1963. 

Staff, family and friends 
held a party for Ms Bowyer 
on Friday, July 22 in Casey, 
the hospital’s children’s ward 
where she spent 22 years as a 
ward sister.

He said: “This would have 
suited many more patients 
and their friends and fam¬ 
ilies in the Leatherhead 
area than either NEECH or 
Epsom, and provided syn¬ 
ergies from combining both 
services on one site. We are 
of course still pleased that 
Leatherhead Hospital has a 
future for outpatient services 
and that the X-ray machine 
funded by donations from 
the Friends of Leatherhead 
Hospital could be purchased. 
But we are disappointed that 


ting up a specialist paediatric 
diabetes service in the late 
1990s, a service which creat¬ 
ed a child-friendly environ¬ 
ment for young patients. 

A lifelong Epsom resident, 
Ms Bowyer was first inspired 
to become a nurse after a 
short stay in the hospital for 
some “minor surgery” at the 
age of five.

A VIDEO of a Surbiton grand¬ 
son surprising his Epsom grand¬ 
mother with a recording of 
birthday wishes from the family 
has gone viral since it was posted 
on July 23, reaching more than 7 
million views.

Next, the CD played pre-record¬ 
ed messages from Ms Howard’s 
friends and family wishing her 
a happy birthday and recalling 
memories of their lives together. 


Mr Goodings said: “I had just 
returned from holiday and had 
to edit the video quickly. I didn’t 
have time to think about how she 
would react.” 

The video he posted on his 
Facebook page achieved more 
than 32,000 views in five days, 
almost 1 million hits on Youtube 


and social media giant UNILAD 
contacted him about publish¬ 
ing the video on their sites. The 
UNILAD postings collected more 
than 7 million views at print. 

Mr Goodings said: “I think this 
is a one-off thing really, but gets 
you thinking about what other 
surprises you can do for people.”

AN ABANDONED school 
playing field in Tadworth is 
a step closer to becoming a 
180-home housing estate after 
councillors gave general ap¬ 
proval for development last 
week. 

Reigate and Banstead Bor¬ 
ough Council’s planning 
committee gave outline con¬ 
sent to the application for 
the former site of De Burgh 
School in Chetwode Road, 
Tadworth last Wednesday 

However due to a change 
in how they receive funding 
for such projects, the council 
might face a shortfall of near¬ 
ly £150,000. 

A quarter of the 180 homes 
- 45 - would be designated af¬ 
fordable housing and the es¬ 
tate would also include park¬ 
ing for residents. 

The development would in¬ 
clude 45 four-bed houses, 74 
three-bed houses, 22 two-bed 
houses, 29 two-bed flats and 
ten one-bed flats. 

Conservative Councillor 
Jamie Ward said he was glad 


the council was getting closer 
to making a decision. 

Cllr Ward said: “Now we 
do have something I think we 
can work with. 

“I was with two fellow 
councillors on [July 22] with 
the developer and I was very 
impressed with what was be¬ 
ing offered.” 

Surrey County Council be¬ 
gan to charge the Communi¬ 
ty Infrastructure Levy (CIL) 
from April 1, which could 
result in a shortfall of about 
£148,000. 

Andrew Benson, the plan¬ 
ning officer responsible for 
the application, said the CIL 


would fund infrastructure 
contributions for the devel¬ 
opment, for example remov¬ 
ing a central traffic island 
and widening the road in 
Chetwode Road and improv¬ 
ing the junction with Great 
Tattenhams. 

He added: “The CIL liabili¬ 
ty is fixed and we have to ac¬ 
cept that. 

“It may end up being a bit 
less. It may end up being a bit 
more. We don’t know.” 

The site has not been used 
as a playing field since 1990 
and has been allocated as 
a reserved site for housing 
since 1994.

Michael Orton-Toliver 
talks to ARNO BRYANT aliout how an 
unhappy incident at an airport has resulted 
in a new mockumentary on Channel 5 


They say inspiration can come at 
any time or anywhere, and for a US 
comedian living in Wandsworth it came 
eating crisps in a border security jail cell. 

Landing this week, Channel 5's 
Borderline is a mockumentary-style 
sitcom following the employees at 
the fictional border security office of 
Northend Airport — a small provincial 
airport in the UK. 

The concept came to co-writer Michael 
Orton-Toliver, an American comedian 
now living in Wandsworth, after an 
altercation with border security officers 
who denied him entry into the UK. 

He said: "I used to have a residency 
card that said you could live in Europe — 
that continent you used to be part of— 
but I forgot it and they put me in a cell." 

"They fed me Walkers crisps and 
showed me The One Show, then kicked 
me out the country. I remember thinking 
that this would be a good sitcom — no 
one has done a comedy about the 
people that work here." 

At first, the concept was a means of 
ridiculing the security officers, but as 
they worked on a script, it became more 
considerate. 

Orton-Toliver said: "When I first wrote 
it, it came across as really mean, like 
it was obvious that we didn't like these 
people, but I don't think that's true." 

"They have a really difficult job, and 
it's hard, and that guy [at Stansted] was 
trying his best and I really wasn't being 
helpful." 

Orton-Toliver comes from an 
improvisation background and was 
keen to harness London's improv talent 
for the show. 

"Me and my co-writer [Chris Gau] have 
a shared mission to support and elevate 
improvisation," he said. 

"In LA, where I'm from, improv is king, 
you can't work in comedy without being 
trained in improvisation." 

"When we had the chance to make 


this show we thought 'let's give the 
people we know are hilarious cos they 
do improv with us every night, a shot at 
TV'." 

"I think it will be fun to watch a sitcom 
without one of the six or seven faces you 
always see on TV... and maybe Channel 
5 thought this would be cheaper." 

The show is filmed in a mockumentary 
style to give the actors a freedom to 
improvise. 

"It connects the audience really 
quickly to the subject. There's a sense of 
voyeurism to it. 

"Mockumentary is about the things 
people don't want you to see and there's 
a vulnerability there. 

"Work is so monotonous and it's fun 
to peer behind that monotony to see 
the fights, and the pressures on the 
characters." 

Given the subject matter, they 
were determined not to avoid the 
more sensitive aspects of border 
security. 

Orton-Toliver said: "I think 
comedy is the best at taking on 
controversial issues, we didn't write 
a show about border security to duck 
certain issues; it would be boring to 
make a show about immigration and 
borders without taking about those 
topics." 

After moving to London this year 
Orton-Toliver said that he's still 
getting the hang of writing for an 
English audience. 

"I think audiences in the UK are 
watching with the eye of 'ooh I've seen 
that before' — they want to see fresh 
stuff and challenging things." 

"It's so tough but exciting; you guys 
are funny and clever and I'm American 
and dumb. 

"My wife is English and she tells me 
I'm not funny every day." 

Borderline is on Channel 5 
from 10pm on Tuesdays.

The 100-minute show (with a 
20 minute interval) is performed 
with much gusto and apparent 
glee by the startling talent trio 
of Alexander Scott, Dominic 
Conway and Clare Beresford 
who, as well as launching them¬ 
selves into multiple characters

Viewings are incredibly 
important. Here is checklist 
to help you get your home 
ready before potential buyers 
walk through the door... 

First impressions really 
do count: Stand outside your 
property and try to look at it with 
a fresh pair of eyes. Does it have 
'kerbside appeal'? Is the lawn 
mown? Are the flower beds neat? 

Is the front door grubby? Do the 
bins need emptying? If you have a 
communal entrance hall, does the 
carpet need a hoover? Are there 
piles of mail making the place look 
untidy? In the winter, make sure any 
paths or steps are clear of snow 
and ice.

Let them see the light: If your 
viewing's after dark, think about the 
lighting so your home looks warm 
and inviting.

Crowded house: Potential 
buyers always feel a bit like they're 
intruding so minimise the amount 
of people in the house when you 
have viewings.

They will 
have a great deal to think about 
and discuss and sometimes that's 
easier if you're not following them 


from room to room! Suggest that 
you leave them to it and offer 
to answer their questions once 
they've had a good look round.

Froome 
hails cycle 
fanatics 

A WEEK after claiming his 
third Tour de France crown, 
Chris Froome got back on 
his golden saddle to happily 
repay his loyal south London 
fans at the Prudential 
RideLondon-Surrey Classic 
on Sunday, writes Ziad 
Chaudry. 

In his warm-up for next 
week’s Rio Olympics, the 
31-year-old Team Sky legend 
raced through the streets 
of East Sheen, Richmond 
Park, Kingston, Hampton, 
Walton-On-Thames, 

Molesey, Weybridge, Esher, 
Leatherhead, Raynes Park, 
Wimbledon and Putney 
before finishing in The Mall, 
Westminster in 41st place. 

His fellow Team Sky team¬ 
mate and also Rio-bound 
Geraint Thomas had his 
large lead dissolved by the 
chasing pack with 5km to go. 

Belgium’s Tom Boonen, 35, 
claimed a sprint finish win 
in four hours 43.56 minutes. 

Froome himself enjoyed 
riding at this year’s event 
which he felt was the perfect 
preparation for the Olympic 
60km time trial and road 
race competitions next week. 

He said: “It was an 
amazing atmosphere, even 
compared to the Tour de 
France. The roads were 
jammed. I felt good and it 
was a great little opener for 
me before Rio. 

“Prudential RideLondon 
is a great event. It’s fantastic 
getting people to come out 
on the same roads as us in 
the morning. It shows how 
far the sport has come in 
Britain.”

Legend backs Team GB 
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JOANNA Rowsell-Shand and 
the rest of the Team GB team 
pursuit line-up will be the 
squad to beat at the Olym¬ 
pics, according to Sir Chris 
Hoy - but he has warned 
against any complacency. 

Rowsell-Shand of Epsom 
will compete alongside Lau¬ 
ra Trott, Ciara Horne, Katie 
Archibald and Elinor Barker 
in the team pursuit when the 
action starts on August 11. 

The British trio of Trott, 
Rowsell-Shand and Dani 
King won gold in the event at 
London 2012, although four 
cyclists now ride per team. 

The quartet of Horne, 
Trott, Rowsell-Shand and 
Barker suffered disappoint¬ 
ment when they only collect¬ 
ed bronze at the Track Cy¬ 
cling World Championships 
in London earlier this year. 

But Hoy - who won six 
Olympic gold medals and one 
silver during a glittering ca¬ 
reer - believes they are still 
in a great place heading to¬ 
wards Rio. 

“The team pursuit - men 
and women - are in a really 
good position,” said Hoy. 

“If you are going to put any 
money on any medals then 
you are looking at the two 


team pursuit events. 

“The women are flying 
and fingers crossed for them. 
They have a huge amount 
of strength in depth in the 
team, but it doesn’t take 
much for things to change 
very quickly. 

“We saw that in the World 
Championships when Katie 
Archibald suffered a big in¬ 
jury which meant she missed 
out. 

“So you can never take 
it for granted, even though 
they do have great strength 
in depth.” 

Meanwhile, Chris Lan- 
gridge from Leatherhead will 
be competing in the badmin¬ 
ton. 

He said: “My hopes for Rio 
are that I want to play well, 
be in the best shape of my 
career, put in good perfor¬ 
mances and compete with 
everyone that I play against. 

“Until the draw is officially 
made it will be hard to know 
exactly who we are going to 
play. The way Marcus [Ellis, 
playing partner] and I play 
works really well against 
some pairs and not quite as 
well against other pairs and 
once the draw is made we 
will have a better idea. 

“We have competed against 
the best in the world all year 
so there is no reason why we 
can’t do that in the Olym¬ 
pics.”
